" It i.s still v ery possible that 
followers of Liu Shao-chi will 
gain the ultim a te v ictory and 
we will suffer the ultima te de­ 
fea t.” the pamphlet quoted Mao 
as hav ing told a foreign m ilita ry 
delegation last August. 


The delegation was not identi­ 
fied. but m ilita ry env oy s lrom 
M a li v isited Communist China 
last summer and conferred with 
M ao during the last week of Au­ 
gust. 
Of the Red Guards, whose v io­ 
lence on behall of Mao's Cultur­ 
al Rev olution purge has ripped 
a pa rt mainland China. Mao was 
quoteda s say ing they had been 
useful, but lacked discipline and 
ex perience. 
" If 
the rev olutionary rebels 
i Red Guard > organizations as­ 
sume 
power 
they 
will 
be 
im m edia tely driv en out of pow­ 
er 
by 
M a o’s 
enemies,” 
the 
Chinese leader was supposed to 
hav e rem a rked. "Therefore the 
rev olutionary rebels cannot be 
allowed to assume power, pv en 


though their rev olutionary spirit 
is ex c ellent." 


Mao was harshly c ritic a l of 
his country 's intellectuals, ac­ 
cording 
to the 
document. 
He 
was said to hav e told the foreign 
delegation he had giv en up any 
idea of selecting his successors 
from the intellectual class be­ 
cause "a ll intellectuals, includ­ 
ing those c urrently study ing in 
schools. 
are

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NATO's Erosion Alarming 


Not much has been heard of NATO, the North 
Atlantic T reaty O rg anization, in recent m onths. 
But now a w anting has been sounded—to g uard 
ag ainst, actually to ha t any further erosion in 
the org anization’s m ilitary streng th. 


There is fear that m em ber nations m ay allow 
their arm ies and nav al and air forces to shrink 


to the p oint that they no long er will act as a 
deterrent to p ossible ag g ressiv e m ov es by the 
Sov iet Union and its W arsaw Pact allies.

POINTED 
OUT 
that 
the 
thinner 
NATO's conv entional forces becom e the less 
tim e there would be before nuclear arm s w ere 
ui ed. If Russia continues to g ain a num erical 
edg e, it m ig ht feel NATO could be defeated 
with conv entional forces alone. 


This would p lace NATO in the p osition of 
being forced to at least threaten the use of nu­ 
clear arm s and, in the last analy sis, to use 
them 


Recent com p arisons of the op p osing m ilitary 
forces indicate the R ussians hav e a tw o-toone 
sup eriority in div isions, p ossibly as hig h a» 
three to one in tanks and four or fiv e to one in 
com bat aircraft. 
NATO strateg ists are fearful that G reat Brit­ 


ain, w orried about defense costs, will w ithdraw 
another brig ade; th at the United States, p reoc­ 
cup ied with Vietnam and its balance of p ay ­ 
m ents, will call m ore troop s home from Ger­ 
m any ; that the Dutch will not be able to with­ 
stand the tem p tation to follow the Belg ians n 
disbanding two brig ades, and that the G erm ans, 
If they adop t the idea of cadre reserv e form a­ 
tions, will allow their flow of conscrip t trainee* 
to slacken 
The R ussians could reliev e this concern by 
withdraw ing some of their m any div isions but it 
is held unlikely that they will do so. 
The concern of those who are worried about 
NATO’s dwindling m ilitary p ower is justified. 
The W estern allies, without sufficient m ilitary 
streng th to back them up would quickly find 
them selv es unable to p rev ent threatening new 
m ov es by Russia or any of her satellites. 


TH E CURRENT hardening of E ast G erm an­ 
y ’s p osition is a case in p oint. Official p rotests 
to the Sov iet Union will m ean little If there is 
nothing to back it up . 
NATO's basic job of keep ing the p eace in E u­ 
rop e by m ilitary stabilization is not finished. It 
dare not lose by default what it has p rotected 
thus far. 


Senate Should Reconsider 


The Senate’s refusal to act on a House-ap - 
- p rov ed bill to renew the Reneg otiation Act 
'could easily p rov e to be a costly m istake. 
When authorization for the act ended at m id­ 
rig h t June 30, the A m erican p ublic lost the only 
indep endent g ov ernm ent ag ency em p ow ered to 
recov er ex cess p rofits on defense and sp ace 
contracts.

Aunt Flossie and Uncle Fred had rented 
a 
house on a lake In M ichig an for the sum m er 
and, as it turned out, the fishing p rov ed to be a 
big bonus in the sum m er job. 


UNCLE FRED was a retired sup erintendent 
of m otiv e p ow er of a larg e w estern railroad 
and a bear for work. T hat is all he had ev er 
done all his life, just work. This at tim es m ade 
for a strain betw een him and a teen ag er who 
was just learning how to work But as a v eter­ 
an ex ecutiv e he m anag ed to tolerate the inex p e­ 
rienced teen-ag er. 
F’or one thing , he didn’t know any thing about 
autom obiles because his life had been sp ent 
with 
steam 
locom otiv es. 
He 
had 
come 
up 
throug h the railroad shop s the hard way , m as­ 
ter m echanic and all the rest of it. He ev en 
had so me inv entio ns to his credit. 
It flattered m y eg o when the car had a flat 
tire on a dirt road deeo in the M ichig an woods 
and he acted quite help less. But we m anag ed to 
g et the sp are p ut on in p lace of the flat in about 
15 m inutes. His com p lim ent w as m usic to the 
ears. Uncle Fred could be a hard task m aster 
but he could be fair, too. 
Then, there was the fishing . Unless there w as 
som ething p ressing to be done, he nev er object­ 
ed to my g oing fishing in the row boat th at w ent 
with the house. In retrosp ect it seem s that I 
fished sev eral hours daily , but this is p robably 
an ex ag g eration. 
The catch usually was any where from 10 to 
2 5 blueg ills and sunfish with an occasional bass 
o r p ickerel as a sp ecial treat. He nev er w ent 
fishing with me. He had nev er had tim e for a ny 
sp orts or recreation in his life and it was to o 
late for him to start. 
At the tim e 
the first conclusion about 
m y 
fishing so m uch was that Uncle Fred was g lad 
to g et the free food, but now It seem s m ore 
likely he w anted m e to hav e the recreation and 
he p robably just p lain enjoy ed eating the fresh 
fish. 


The kitchenw are went with the house and the 
fry ing p ans a nd po ts were ca ked o n the bot­ 
tom s with a lay er of rust a nd g rease. The old 
sup er-m echanic could not sta nd for this so there 
w as only one thing to do. He collared m e and 
the two of us sa t in the ba cky a rd scra ping 
the 
crust off those pa ns until we were do wn to the 
ba re meta l. It just wa sn’t thrifty to ha v e 
untidy 
utensils. 


T hat w as som e p icture. The aug ust sup erin­ 
tendent of m otiv e p ower w orry ing the g rim e off 
a fry ing p an. 


THE DIRT ROADS up there in the back 
country had a lot of rig ht-ang le turns and he at 
first criticized m e for w earing out the brake 
slowing up for the turns. 


“ Just take y our foot off the g as and let the 
eng ine slow up the c a r." he said. “ No sense in 
burning out the brokes.” 
He didn’t know any thing about driv ing a ca r. 
But 1 com p rom ised by reducing sp eed and not 
using the brake any m ore than was absolutely 
necessary . 


Then one day I w as otherw ise occup ied and 
he undertook to driv e Aunt Flossie to shop in 
the v illag e. He failed to m ake one of those 
rig ht-ang le turns on a dirt road and Aunt Flos­ 
sie was shaken up . The car didn’t up set or hit 
any thing but they w ere both badly scared 


The nex t day or so he said to me. “ You w ere 
rig ht about using the brakes to slow up for 
those curv es.” 
Uncle F red's whole life had been sp ent learn­ 
ing the hard way . But he could be fair and ad­ 
m it a m istake.

NEW YORK — One of the first lessons I 
learned as M ay or cf New York — a lesson I re­ 
confirm ed as Vice C hairm an of the President's 
Adv isory Commission on Civ il D isorders — is 
th at no am ount of p ublic ag onizing ov er the 
conditions in our inner cities can substitute for 
the m oney needed to rebuild the liv es and res­ 
to re the hop es of millions of forg otten fam ilies. 
U nfortunately for all of us, the fiscal cap abili­ 
ties of our cities are inadequate to the tasks 
they m ust p erform today ; a p aradox of contem ­ 
p orary m etrop olitan g ov ernm ent is that w here 
the needs are g reatest, the resources are scar- 
est and alreadv ov errom m itt°d 
The m ig ration of m illions of the rural disp os­ 
sessed to the cities in this centurv , and the sub­ 
sequent em ig ration of larg e num bers of the ur­ 
ban m iddle class and the businesses that em ­ 
p loy ed them to the suburbs, denriv ed urban 
A m erica of m uch of its rev enue p otential. 


CONSEQUENTLY, cities becam e p laces w ;th 
hug e concentrations of rev enue-receiv ing , ra th ­ 
er than rev enue p roducing citizens, whi’e si­ 
m ultaneously m ost of the rev enues raised in the 
citv w ere drained into federal and state coffers. 
Before this rap id urbanization occurred, the 
historic p attnm was for the g reat wealth of the 
cities to be broug ht to bear up on the p roblem s 
of education and dev elop m ent in the less afflu­ 
ent hinterlands of A m erica. 
U rban p op ulations contributed g enerously to 
the resources that broug ht farm -to-m arket hig h­ 
w ay s to out-state farm ers and urban education­ 
al s t a n d a r d s , p articularly throug h central 
school sy stem s, to the schools o f the country ­ 
side. 
Now the urban crisis requires th at m ore of 
our urban resources be channeled back into the 
cities to allev iate the decay , destitution, and de­ 
sp air that confront them . 
D esp ite the fact that our m etrop olitan areas 
account for nearly 7 5 p er cent of the nation’s 
p op ulation, 7 0 p er cent of its tax able assessed 
v aluation, and 7 5 p er cent of federal p ersonal 
incom e tax collections, neither the federal nor 
state g ov ernm ents seem willing to recog nize the 
financial p lig ht of the cities, or p ay heed to the 
recom m endation of the p residential riot com ­ 
m ission “ to p rov ide a fuller m easure of finan­ 
cial and other resources to urban a re a s.” 
This Cong ress alm ost dism antled the Office of

H eadstart school p rog ram s, com m unity action 
p rog ram s, neig hborhood y outh p rog ram s, and 
job-training p rog ram s in m any of our urban 
areas when the tim es call for increases, not 
cutbacks. 


The ap p rop riation Cong ress ap p rov ed for 
the 


Model Cities p rog ram was half of what the ad­ 
m inistration had asked, and 
the recom m ended 


financing of the Rent Sup p lement p rog ram , de­ 
sig ned to help m oderate-incom e fam ilies find 
housing outside the g hetto, was cut by 75 p er 
cent. 


The am endm ents to the Social Security Act 
sev erely and harshly reduced benefits to the 111 
under M edicaid, and to w elfare fam ilies receiv ­ 
ing aid to dep endent children. 


The only truly new p rog ram this Cong ress en­ 
acted for the residents of the tem p estuous city 
slum s was the R at Control Bill, and it alm ost 
w as ridiculed to death in the House of R ep re­ 
sentativ es. Only an outrag ed p ublic reaction 
broug ht it back to life. 
The record of state leg islatures, often rural- 
dom inated, is just as disheartening and disa­ 
bling . 


IN THIS STATE, for ex am p le, just six weeks 
after the p residential riot comm ission recom ­ 
m ended accelerated action in the fields of em ­ 
p loy m ent, housing , education and w elfare, the 
New York Leg islature p ared $60 million from 
state assistance for New York City — hitting 
h ardest at social serv ices, education, housing 
and com m unity dev elop m ent, and health and 
m ental health p rog ram s. 
Althoug h half the known narcotics addicts in 
the United States liv e in New York City , the 
leg islature cut back bv 8 9 p er cent the ap p ro­ 
p riation for the joint city -state Addict R ehabili­ 
tation Prog ram 
The leg islature effected such drastic reduc­ 
tions in the M edicaid p rog ram — g oing ev en 
bey ond federal slashes — that it endang ered 
$252 million in federal sup p ort for the p rog ram 
if the reductions had not been belatedly modi­ 
fied. 
The only truly new urban-assistance p rog ram 
the leg islature enacted was a bulldozer bill that 
established a sup erag ency with the p ower to 
clear and redev elop land, larg ely at local ex ­ 
p ense and without the inv itation or ap p rov al of 
local g ov ernm ents 


OUR CITIES AND LOCAL g ov ernm ents nej 
a new sy stem of financing that will m eet m f 
of their needs throug h the broader, m ore flex i­ 
ble rev enue sy stem s of the state and federal 
g ov ernm ents. The fiscal distress of the cities 
dem ands that a larg er share of the tax es col­ 
lected by the federal and state g ov ernm ents in 
the cities be returned to the cities throug h the 
adop tion of rev enue-sharing form ulas. 
The U rbanaid p rop osal I hav e been urg ing 
the New York State L eg islature to adop t is rep ­ 
resentativ e of what rev enue-sharing can accom ­ 
p lish. 
It would m ore equitably distribute am ong 
the 
local com m unities of this state a p ortion of the 
rev enues from the state p ersonal incom e ta x , 
according to a g rowth form ula based on local 
effort that would hav e p rov ided an autom atic 
increase in assistance to localities of 691 p er 
cent betw een 1948 and 1965, instead of the bare 
16 p er cent increase com m unities did realize 
under a static sy stem of distribution based on 
p op ulation. 
In addition, U rbanaid would op erate as a 
block g rant to each com m unity , reserv ing to lo­ 
cal g ov ernm ents the rig ht to determ ine where 
the need is g reatest and the ex p enditure will do 
the m ost g ood 
The financial distress of our cities dem ands 
th at the nation reorder its p riorities, and defer 
to a less troubled tim e the beautification of 
hig hw ay s and the dev elop m ent of airp lanes that 
can carry 400 p asseng ers. 
The urban crisis has broug ht us to the cross­ 
roads of fedeialism : The decision is w hether 
the A m erican city will Be restored as a v ital 
and v iable unit of g ov ernm ent, or w hether it 
will descend to the status of 
a n impo v erished 
colony g ov erned by distant a nd unrespo nsiv e 
a utho rity .

this co untry is considered rem ote, if not fanci­ 
ful. 


YET THE 
STEADY p rocession o f nations

Iln Is not fanciful It is real The n r'ita rv n f- > 
tia l. m oreov er, of a bloc of ro un tre s k b ;ig 
m anip ulated ir* a threat to the safety of the 
United States. 


A m ericans not onlv don't hot or to tak® note 
o f the historic m eaning of the Fourth of July , 
but they seem little int' ie ted in encourag ing 
rev olution for instance, within the enslav ed col­ 
onies of the Sov iet Union Too m any Am ericans 
nowaday s are accep ting the defeatist p hi!oso"hv 
of the “ status quo’’—letting thing s stay as they 
are 


T here indeed is a crass indifference to the 
fate of the cap tiv e p eop ’es of Czechoslov akia, 
Poland, Rom ania, Bulg aria, Hung ary . Estonia, 
L atv ia. Lithuania, E ast G erm any and Cuba 


Ev en the w ar to p reserv e the indep endence of 
South Vietnam , which is sup p orted hv a sub­ 
stantial p art o f the arm ed serv ice*» of the Unit 
ed States, is being criticized by m any Ameri­ 
cans. and there are p lenty of street dem onstra­ 
tio ns in which p osters are disp lay ed, declaring 
that Vietnam is “ none of A m erica's business ” 


The Fo urth o f July should be an occasion for 
na tio nwide dem onstrations of dev ot on to the 
principle o f liberation by rev olution and world­ 
wide empha sis on A m erica’s ex am p le — what 
o ur co lo nists here once did to em ancip ate them ­ 
selv es fro m ty ranny . 


A g o lden op p ortunity is m issed by failing to 
dra ma tize a nd p ublicize ev ery w here the im m or­ 
tal principles p roclaim ed 192 y ears ag o by the 
fo unding fa thers. 
Co ndensed into sim p le lang uag e, the D eclara 
tio n o f Indep endence could be ap p lied to the sit­ 
ua tio ns ex isting among the op p ressed p eo les 
o n ev ery continent in the world The rules of in­ 
terna tio na l and national conduct contained in 
the decla ra tio n a re in ev ery sense p ertinent to­ 
da y . 
If these were taken to heart by the p eop les if 
tho se countries now liv ing under dictatorship s, 
the who le wo rld m ig ht rid itself of the p erennnl 
fea r o f autocratic g ov ernm ents which threaten 
the pa ce. 
Tbe tendency , howev er, is to g iv e less thoug ht 
to the p lig ht of other p eop les and more atten ­ 
tio n to the p leasures of the day . The Fourth cf 
July has becom e a holiday p rim arily for recro 
a tio n. 
The national sig nificance of the day is, to be 
sure, noted here and there by p atriotic org ani­ 
zations. but ev en the telev ision and radio net­ 
wo rks usually do not schedule p rog ram s dev ot­ 
ing sp ecial attention to Indep endence Da\ 
There is need also for p ointed reflection on 
the concep t of ev olution as well as rev olution. 
For inside the United States the central'g ov ern­ 
m ent has been mov ing tow ard a form of duress 
not conceiv ed of by the founding fathers. The 13 
colonies considered them selv es sov ereig n and 
equal. 
They deleg ated certain p owers to a national 
g o v ernment, but they nev er thoug ht the con­ 
tra ct they sig ned would be construed as m ean­ 
ing tha t they were to 
g iv e up any other p owers 
witho ut their consent. Gov ernm ent, they w ere 
a ssured, wo uld alw ay s rest up on the consent of 
the g o v erned. 


YET THE TENDENCY has been to erode 
g ra dua lly 
the rig hts o f the states and to p erm it 
a central authority —without am endm ent of the 
Constitution in the way p rescribed in that docu­ 
m ent itself—to dep riv e the p eop le ot the rig hts 
they hav e alw ay s thoug ht were to be ex ercised 
by the states. 
A p ublic reading of the D eclaration of Inde­ 
p endence and of the Constitution mig ht well be 
featured ev ery w here throug hout the country is 
a p art of the celebration of Indep endence Day . 
This co uld remind ma ny p eop le of the rig hts 
lo st by the sta tes throug h usurp ation of p ower 
It mig ht ev en dra w attention to the g rowth of 
the cult o f ex pediency which today p erm its nine 
justices, nev er elected by the p eop le, to rew rite 
the Co nstitutio n a t will.
